MEMORANDUM FOR: Air Section, DPD-DD/P 
SUBJECT t PDO Contract Compensation Provisions 


1. It is apparent that there is some misunderstanding ef the 
meaning of the compensation clause of the standard PDO contract. 
This memorandum is written in clarification of that clause. 


@. The _sontract provides that the individual PDO will be 
compensated for each day in which he "actually" vrendera 
services. moans that the individual must actually perform 
services in order to be eligible for pay. Mere availability for 
services is not enough. 


3. Further, the contract provides for a payment 
regardless of how few hours the individual is ag utilised 
in any one dey. For this reason, the overtime provision of the 
aontract clearly points out that the overtime payment of 
per hour is only payable for the 9th and succeeding hour 
day. The overtime payment is not—payment is not payable for the 
4lst and auccesding hours in a calendar week. 


4. It is suggested that if not already employed a time and 
attendence format should be used by both the on the job time and 
attendance designated supervisor and the responsible Headquarters 
individual who authenicates the duty performance report, What- 
ever format is used, 1t should include the days in which services 
are actually rendered by each individual and in those days where 
more than 3 hours of service is rendered the total mumber of hours 
worked that day. 
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
